Péking the Travelling Commissioners have, 


already presented a memorial to the Emperor 
and the Empress-Dowager recommending the 
adoption of the: Japanese constitution as. most 
tuited to the special conditions obiaining in 
China, ‘Constitutional, government is un- 
doubtedly in the ait. 
‘missidners have not been back .in China a 
whole'month before the subject is being eager: 
ly canvassed on every side, and rumour is busy 
with all manner of prognostreations. From 
Japanese sources we were assured not many 
days ago that an indispensable preliminary to 
“the framing of a Chinese constitution would be 
the translation of the principal constitutions of 
the world—a work ‘that would occupy at 
Jenst. one year, After that initial, step 
an exhaustive treatise “would still have. to: 
be, Prepared on each’ of the eighteen | pro. 
vinces of the’ Empire. particulars regard- 
ing their customs and administrations, before
